ved of the Father , as to it he believeth, for Gods loveis now re- 
vealed to all that have believed, and from the heart obeyed, that 
which convincerth of ſin in man, which is the free gift of the Fa- 
ther, which was given to man, by which man was made a live- 
ly obje&, to declare a God in being, . but man ſtood not long 
in that Adminiſtration of life, but turned from it into the death, 
& {o death reigned over all men,all being in the Chaines of dark- 
nefſe , there being reſerved ci!l the Judgement of the great day; 
and now is the day of deliverance declared, now is ſalvation 
preached to all that will believe, for now bath he not ſpared 
his only begotten, but hath given him to be again the light of 
the World , that whoſoever believeth in him ſhall not abide un- 
der the Chaines ofdarkneſle, but ſhall live for ever according to 
tris own word, 1 an the Reſurreftion, he that believeth in me,though 
ls were dend yet ſhall he live, as he alſo faith , { am the light of the 
world, hethat beli veth in me ſhall nt periſh, bat ſhall have the 
l ghrof life; therefore in tender joveare you all warned, pro- 
tane and profeſſor to come down our of your Imaginations by 
which you are aſcending and deſcending to find out or forme a 
God or a Jeſus as you ſay , and ſo become guilty of that great e- | 
viiin foriaking the living God , and are ſetting up likeneſles . 
ang are falling doyn to the Image, that veurown hends have 
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are bringing up more plagnes upon your ſpirituall S9dome and 
Egypt , andare thinking to cover Yr ſclves by doing thoſe 
things which you never were eommanded to do, but have ſtolen 
that which was your neighbours , ant ſo in your fallen wiſdom 
areſeting up a Babel, thinking to make the top thereof to reach 
to Heaven, bur verily you do bur deceive your ſelves, for God 
hath ſeen and is come to confound your Pabel, and to ſmite at 
the feet of your Image, and to rent offall that covering which 
you have covered your ſelves wichall , which is none of your 
own, bucis ſtolen; and this is the God thar liveth for ever, 
even the holy Almighty one, inthis the day of his power,doing 
by the light of the World , even that light thatis ſer at naught 
by allyou, that love your evil deeds, and therefore will not 
own that light which convinceth of fin to be 'of God;, but are 
calling ita naturall and a carnall light ,. and ſo in your naturall 
and carnall Wiſdom:are ſhuting your Kine om the knowledge 
of that life, which to know ,is life eternall7, but no man hath 
known the Father , but the Son and he to whom the Son hath 
revealed him , buthe that knoweth not that light in man that 
maketh manifeſt ſin , and partaketh not with iniquitie,to be of

is the glory of the Son darkned, that would keep the people un- 
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miration , and by it bear rule over the breathing of the ſeed 
that would lead to ceaſe from man, whoſe. breath is in his noſt. 
rils, and to ſee that men of high degree are buralye, and men 
of low degree are but as vamitie, and that created things are but 
as a ſhadow which paſleth away,whoſe appearanceis forgotten; 
therefore in Gods ſteed I beſech all you ſimple hearted ones ro 
hear the voice of the true ſhepherd Chriſt Jeſus the light of the 
world , that you may be made partakers of his eternall love and

Lord handed through one thatis his handmaid &faithful ſeryany 
that laboureth to turn from darkneſſe to the light,
